Estimated  by  the  method  adopted  by  the  Register-General  the  population  of  the 
Cranbrook  Rural  District  was  13,717  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1895,  showing  a decrease  in 
numbers  of  23  since  the  last  census  was  taken. 

The  births  registered  were  343,  including  165  of  males  and  178  of  females. 

The  birth  rate  was  2$’o.  The  death  returns  showed  records  of  188  deaths,  giving  a death 
rate  of  137  per  1,000  persons  living  in  the  district.  They  include  103  deaths  of  males  and  85  of 
females. 

The  infantile^eath  rate  is  calculated  bj^  the  number  pLdeat^_  of  infan ts^nder  one  year 

w * 

to  each  1,000  births  registered,  and  was  in  this  district  99,  which  is  the  fourth  lowest  in  the 
West  Kent  Combined  Sanitary  District. 

Nine  persons  died  from  the  seven  Principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz.,  two  from  Diphtheria, 
six  from  Whooping-cough,  and  one  from  Diarrhoea.  This  gave  a zymotic  death  rate  of  o’6. 

Table  A shows  the  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  in  each  quarter,  and  table  B in  each  of 
the  last  ten  years. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act,  85  cases  were  notified 
during  1895,  including  43  of  Scarlet  Fever,  25  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Membranous  Croup,  five  of 
Enteric  Fever,  and  1 1 of  Erysipelas. 


Small-pox. — No  cases  occurred  in  this  district. 

Scarlet  Fever. — None  of  the  43  cases  proved  fatal,  and  they  occurred  : 14  in  the  Parish  of 
Benenden,  five  in  Cranbrook,  eight  in  Goudhurst,  one  in  Hawkhurst,  14  in  Sandhurst,  and  one 
in  the  Workhouse. 

Diphtheria. — Of  the  25  cases  notified  two  proved  fatal,  both  in  the  Parish  of  Cranbrook, 
where  five  cases  occurred.  Further  cases  were  reported,  viz.,  ten  in  Benenden,  three  in 
Goudhurst,  and  seven  in  Hawkhurst. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  five  cases  notified  occurred  : one^  in  Cranbrook,  two  in  Goudhurst, 
and  two  in  Hawkhurst,  but  none  proved  fatal. 

Measles. — No  deaths  from  this  disease  were  returned. 

Whooping-cough  caused  the  death  of  six  persons,  viz.,  three  in  the  Parish  of  Benenden, 
one  in  Goudhurst,  and  two  in  Hawkhurst ; all  were  among  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Influenza. — Four  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease,  viz.,  two  in  Goudhurst  and  two  in 
Hawkhurst. 

Diarrhoea. — One  death  of  a child  under  five  years  was  returned  in  the  Parish  of 
Sandhurst.
